Coast line's Emerson^shops at South 
Rocky Mount were kidnapped and 
hustled out of'the city in automobiles 
early this morning'by a;band of al- 
ileg-ed 
shop strik-ers 
estimated 
to 


'number anywhere from 100 to 300. 
Later today railroad officials stated 
that seven .of-the, guards had report- 
ed from points, around Elrn City and 
Wilson/ while ^.he, other gix are still 
missing. 
Other developments today 
included the securing of an Injunc- 
tion agalnBtr.the striking workers by 
the railroad'and the .iddreiwing of 
'a ma«a njeeting of tlje strikers and 


the men to stay, -within the law 
»nd advised that outside force would 
be aequeeted -to cope with the situa- 
tion unless the provisions of the law 
iwere obeyed. 


Railway offloials, 
who 
conversed 


•with some of the deported men over 
,long distance telephone, auoto the 
imen as saying that they were taken 
to points somewhere in the vicinity 
'of Wilson and Elin. City in machines 
'by their kidnappers and then dumped 
out. 
The men were roughly treated, 


iaccording to company officials, and 
itwo received Injuries which w-pre of 
sufficient senousness tg cause them 
•to seek the attention of physicians. 
A complete investigation of the af- 
fair, ia understood to be under way, 
.whije search is being made for the 
zni^si_ng men.

13 special policemen, who 


,made up part of the night shift at 
•the Emerson ehops, were seized, lo- 
cal authorities tay, vThilc they were 
having lunch shortly after minight 
In the restaurant, at South Rocky 
.Maunt, The gang of alleged strikers 
variously estimated to number any- 
where between 100 and 300 persoia, 
'entered the restaurant and told the 
guards to give up their weapons 
This request was compl.ed with, it 
was etated, except in one or two in- 
stances, where the weapons were se- 
cused without any great exertion on 
the part of the members of the mob. 
The men wore then, according to 
the evidence gathered bj city 
offi- 


cials, hustlJ into cars and takon 
•from the city.

killed by a fall into a CO-foot crevasse 
Word of the accident reached h«ie 
through a dispatch from Gen. Brmp 
published in The London Times. The 
general's report stated that the other 
members ot the expedition were not 
injured. 


The expedition has attained the 


greatest height vet i cached by m.n 
in the atttemj>t to set foot upon the 
summit of Mount Everest. 
The at- 


tempt has been attended throughout 
bv the severest hardships and suffer- 
ings, but the explorers have carried 
on in spite of all these reversals.

.Iquirements. By this line of accounting Mr. Marshall endeavors to 
:turn a surplus of $24.029.82 (as certified to by the City Auditor) into 
^e loss of $34,160.00 (as erroneously claimed by the Marshall Club). 
-, This fallacious contention is the stock argument of those who seek 
io tear down "Municipal Ownership" in the interest of those who 
tprefer Municipal Utilities to be operated by indh iduals for private 
•profit—which policy invariably means higher Warpr. Gas & Elecrtic 
rates to the people/ In answer to this argument the official records in 
the City Auditor's office will show that during the last 20 years, the 
'-water, 'gas and electric consumers of Danville have paid into the 
-'General Tax Fund" of the City a safe margin in excess of all dis- 
bursements (including full property depreciation) made from the 
"General Tax Fund" for the f.'ater, G-as and Electric Departments, 
plus all bonds issued against these Departments. 


Successive City Councils (including the years when Mr. Marshall 


•was a member of the City Council) instead of paying the bonds issued 
against the Water, Gas and Electric properties with the surplus 
created by these Departments, caused the money to be used in the 
payment of the general expense of the City—thus reJieAing the gen- 
eral burden of taxation, which otherwise would have been heavier on 
all of the citizens of Danville, while at the same time the citizens of 
Danville have constantly paid lower rates Jor^water, gas and"electri- 
city than has been paid'by citizens of Lynchburg.

" fcfcth8»Brsfcplace> one-man cars liave passed the experimental stage 
''tod: are -more and more coming into general use throughout the country 
In citiea^both large and small, in the North and in the South. They are 
the -result of the high cost of operation of street cars, due to the greatly 
increased cost of all materials and labor since the beginning of the war. 
£t has notbeen possible to raise the price of fares in keeping with the in- 
creased cost of furnishing transportation, so the one-man car has been de- 
veloped and perfected so as to hold the cost of transportation over the 
streets of cities down to a reasonable and minimum price, and at the same 
time furnish satisfactory service, 


One question you may be asking Is— "Are 4hey safe?" The answer to 


that is unequivoeably "Yes," — " Just as safe or safer than the type of car 
now operated by two men." 


They are operated pretty much as the present 'two-man cars are oper- 


ated, and in addition have an automatic device, which the operator has to 
told out of commission before the clr can be operated at all. This device 
holds off the brakes and holds on the current and the minute he releases 
hold of same, the brakes are applied and the sander work, the current is 
cut off and the rear door unfastened. This device is operated, as already 
stated, automatically, by compressed air. The operator has all the appli- 
ances now in use on our cars for controlling the car and in addition there- 
to has this automatic device, which goes into operation the miute he stops 
holding it out of commission, and I repeat — the current is cut off, the 
brakes applied, the sander operated and the rear door unlocked. 
Please 


bear in mind that this feature is automatic and has to be held out of conv 
mission in order to operate the car at all, so that if anything should hap- 
pen to the operator, it automatically goes into operation. 


Take Xorth Main Street Hill for instance, and the operator has the 


following opportunity for controlling his car. He may apply the. air- 
brakes by hand as now. That failing to work, he has but to release the 
automatic device mentioned above. That failing to work, he has the 
hand-brake to fall back on. That failing to work, he can put the con- 
troller into reverse, thereby reversing the rotation of the wheels. Should 
all the above fail to work and the car attain any speed, the operator, by 
carrying the controller handle to the last point can convert the motors 
into generators, which then automatically generate current in the oppo- 
site direction from which the car is moving and slows down the car to 
practically a standstill, or 2 or 3 miles per hour, like running an automo- 
bile down hill in low gear. Please bear in iniiid that this feature is inde- 
pendent of the current supplied by the trolley wire and is operated by the 
revolution of the motors on the cars themselves. In other words, this can 
be done even though a fuse has beta blown or trolley wheel removed from 
the overhead wire. 


You will see fmm this ih at .every coniingencyxhas been provided 


against, even the sudden mental or physical incapacity of the operator 
to proper!/ operate his car. 


Compare this far-tor of safety with automobiles, both, large and small, 


which daily traverse our sireeis. operated by one man. For instance. 
which of you would hesitate to ride from Danville to Leaksville-Spray 
and back in the bus now in use between these two cities, which is operat- 
ed by one mau aud has no automatic safety features aud 110 rails to keep 
it in the road. 


As a matter of fact, the experience of other companies operating one- 


mau cai;s shows that accidents happen with less frequency than to two- 
man cars, <luc to the fact that l3?e automatic safety deA-ice is applied by 
merely turning1 it loose, while the two man cars in general use require 
four separate uperalioiis in tin* event of an emergency, namely. Cutting 
off the current, applying the brakes, working the sander, aud reversing 
the motors. 
,• 


by the use of one-man cars,, due to the fact that puiengen board and 
alight from the cars »t the front end of th« car in full view of the operat- 
or.

Now, the above statements can be absolutely verified or disproved, and 


If true, there can be no objection to one-man cars from the standpoint of 
aafety. 


We have heard objections raised to one-man ears on the grounds that 


white people and colored people enter and exit by the same door. Is 
not this same thing happening every day on all of our cars except the 
summer cars, which type of car is not very satisfactory any way \ 


We have had the question asked if these cars will not slow down the 


schedule. Our answer to that is that we guarantee the schedules will be 
kept as promptly aud with the same regularity as is now being done with 
two-man cars, and of our nresent regularity we do not believe any one 
has any just cause to complain. 


We have been asked if this change would not throw some of our men 


out of employment T This is undoubtedly true and no one regrets it any 
more than we do, but it is a condition being forced on us by economic 
pressure, and, after all, street cars are not primarily for the purpose of 
giving people employment, and the argument against one-man cars on 
that score would apply equally against cotton mills for using automatic 
looms, newspapers for employing typesetting machinery, farmers for 
using tractors and merchants for not employing more clerks than are 
needed in order to give more people employment. "We will, however, be 
able to pay the men we retain better wages than we could possibly afford 
to pay 'them if we have to continue the operation of two-man cars, and as 
we could* only make the change over gradually, we would do so with a 
minimum of disturbance. 


* 


Please bear in mind also that the proposed change does not mean all 


single truck cars, as double truck cars^have proven just as satisfactory 
with one-man operation as the single truck cars. We propose to equip the 
cars we now have, including our large double truck fears, Avith the safety 


"• devices for one-man operation. You might ask—"What is the,advantage" 


to the public in the operation of one-man cars?" Our answer is—"A 
lower fare than 2-man cars can be furnished at, in other words, no in- 
crease in fare over the present 6c rate, a 10-minute schedule on all our 
lines, thereby giving better service to a large percentage of the public, 
and few-er accidents to the public." We have now'a 10-minute schedule 
on the Red line and a 15-minute schedule on the other lines, and we will 
give a K)-miuute schedule over all lines. We wish to combine the loop 
line with the depot line, so that all cars Avill run from the car barn on 
South Main street, down Main street to the depot, and around the loop 
to the West End Drug Stare. There .they will he-reversed and run back 
to the car barn by the same route. We will give a 10-minute schedule to 
all parts of the city now served by us and a 5-minute schedule on Main 
street betAveen Craghead street and the Mount Vernon church. 


As of the first of last August (almost a year ago over 5500 one-man 


cars were in operation in over 400 American cities, North and South, 
large and small, and the number has greatly increased since that time. 
They have proven satisfactory and successful under dense traffic condi- 
tions, as, for instance, in New York and Brooklyn, and not merely oii 
cross-town cars.

We suggest .that you have the City Engineer make enquiries of the 


authorities in these cities as to their experience with same. 


I mentioned above that this movement on our part is being forced on us 


by economic conditions. Since April 1,1921, -which is about the time the 


-•present economic condition of the country began to make itself felt here, 


our receipts have steadily declined. For instance, for the first six months 
of this rear we carried 264,895 fewer passengers &an we did the first six 


Very respectfully submitted, 


months of last year, which amounted to a reduction In revenue of $14,- 
508.69, which means, if the decrease continues, for the balance of the 
year, a reduction in revenue of $29,000.00 for the year. Our finances 
were already at a low ebb, as the gentlemen have reason to knoAv from 
the balance sheet for last year submitted to you in connection with our 
application for the continuation of the 6-cent fare. During the six 
months we succeeded in decreasing our expenses $5,822.75, all of which 
is accounted for by the decrease in amount of expenses fot injuries and 
damages, $1,982.52, and decrease in cost of fuel of $3,979.34. 


Our loss for the month of Juno Avas $1.281.43. 


We have reached the point Avhere we must either increase our receipts 


or decrease our expenses. We will be glad to furnish you any informa- 
tion you-'may wish regarding our expenses and receipts and our books 
are open for your inspection at any time. The City" Auditor is familiar 
with our .system of bookkeeping, having once for a period of six months 
acted as o\ir auditor, before his connection with the City, and you are at 
liberty to have him go over our books at any time you may desire and 
furnish you with such information as you may wish. 


We have considered Avays and means of increasing our revenue. This 


can be done in two Avays. 1st: Increase the number of passengers. We 
know of no way that this can be done to any great extent. An amuse- 
ment park has been suggested, but the experience of-other companies 
\vith amusement parks has been that they will pay only while they are 
a novelty, and even then pay very little when the expense of operating 
same is taken into consideration. 


Another way to increase our receipts is to increase the rate of fare. 


Wjii do not believe our people wish to pay more than a 6-cent fare for 
their street cur transportation, ami we certainly do not wish to ask 
them for this, if any other Avay out of our difficulty can be found, and 
this seems to be the only way to aA-oid asking for an increase in fare. 


Not being able to increase our receipts, we have examined ways and 


means of decreasing our expenses. This could be done by the city re- 
lieving us of our paving obligations. For instance, it is estimated that 
our part of rcrpaving Craghead street, which is under contemplation 
in the near future, will be in the neigrborhood of $19,000.00. It is not 
necessary to call to your attention that it takes a good many nickels 
and pennies to make $19.000.00. But AVC pass this suggestion by, as we 
do not believe you gentlemen Avould be Avilling to relieve us of this form 
of expense. 


We have had an intimation from councilnien that it is contemplated 


to re-pave West Main street in the no-distant future. We Avill be ut- 
terly unable under present conditions to meet the obligation of.p^ykig 
our part on re-paying West Main street. Our one-half of t'iie cost of re- 
surfacing Main street from the Municipal Building to Mount Vernon 
church $9.000.00. 


Another way of reducing our expenses Avould be to cut the Avages of 


our employes. 
This AVC are unwilling to do, if any other Avay out of 


our difficulties can be found. We Avant to be able to pay enough to get 
first-class men and only by doing so can AVC giA-e first-class service. 


Then what is the ansAver to the questions confronting us? We say 


most emphatically that the only ansAver is one-man cars. If any one can 
supply a better solution, AVC Avill be glad to adopt it. 


In conclusion, I Avould remind you gentlemen that goods cannot be 


sold indefinitely at a loss Avithout bankrupting the concern doing the 
selling. Our business is selling rides and this applies to the business 
of selling rides as Avell as selling merchandise. 


\ 


We believe you gentlemen Avill agree Avith us that it is not good public 


policy to Avail until AVC are in extreme financial difficulties before grant- 
ing us any relief. It is neither fair to us nor good public policy. 


The Supreme Court of the State has laid down as a principle of law 


and public polity that public service corporations are entitled to earn 
su-h a rr.t<- of profit OH their undertakings as Avill attract capital for 
that class of investment. The Danville Traction & Tower Company is 
not doing it and cannot do it under present conditions. 


AVe have been asked if AVC arc alloAvcd to use one-man cars if we 


could sret al«ni? «»n a 5c fare. We absolutely caunot at the present time 
or under present conditions, as a most casual examination of our books 
will reveal to you. It Avill, hoAvever, naturally hasten the time when we 
;an revert to a 5c fare, and AVC Avill be glad when the time comes, if it 
ever d«es.

In conclusion, we ask you gentlemen to give this your earnest and 


^reful. awl I may say, prompt consideration. It is a matter of para- 
mount importance to the transportation situation in Danville, and we will 
tie plad to fumi&h at any time any information in our possession to help 
you read] a decision in the matter. 


We prosiim<\ of course, that this matter will be referred to the proper 


for consideration and recommendation.

Westmoreland Davis' Statement, 


RICHMOND, Va.—Headquarters of Westmoreland Davis, candi- 


date for nomination to the United States Senate in the Democratic pri- 
mary August 1st., tonight issued the first statement summarizing the 
situation as it appears two weeks before the election. 
The state- 


ment follows: 


As in Mr. Davis' campaign for Governor in 1917, which resulted 


in his overwhelming victory, the campaign for the United States Sen- 
ate opened with odds against him. 
The popular impression that ht 


could not hope to win has been gradually dispelled, however, and no 
informed politician now looks upon the contest as anything but a race 
in which Davis is gaining and threatens to SAveep practically the who'e 
State. 
We regard the nomination'as won, with the only doubt hing- 


ing on the size of his majority. 


The intensive personal work methods of 3Ir. Davis and his delib- 


erate avoidance of publicity during the early phase of hi? campaign 
necessarily misled casual obser\ers not in immediate touch with the 
work. 
It was not spectacular but highly effective. 
At present 


there are 1.100 separate and distinct Davis organizations busy in the 
State, besides a host of individual workers. 
These supporters are 


now perfecting arrangements to get the vote to the polls on election 
day. 


A survey of the field shows that the cities, grouped and regarded 


as a single large unit, will cast a decisive majority for Davis. 
Rich- 


mond will go for him two to one or better, and the manager of the 
Richmond city campaign asserts that his strength with aTi classes is 
such that h« should very nearly duplicate his feat of 1917. when he 
joverwhelmed his chief opponent*.^ Richmond man, who did not carry 
a single precinct in the city. 
If "the present movement towards Mr. 


i Davis continues two weeks longer, he will carry Richmond three to 


i one. or by 10,000 majority in a total of 20,000 if "the balloting attains

j As always, it is unsafe to make a positive statement of what Norfo'k 
will do. and we may be too sanguine in claiming that district, but we 
believe we will carry it. 


Undeniably, that most important element in the final balloting, 


the drift, is towards Davis and away from his competitor. 
Every 


vote that so changes counts two. 


The drift is drawing- into its sweep that portion of the electorate 


which does determine its vpte until the issue or issues have been 
clearly developed. 
The outstanding i^ue has emerged within the 


last ten days—that of fairness and jr.stic-f on the part of mm and 
groups who should hold the balance evenly as between two Demo- 
crats engaged in a contest, but who are u-r.ng prestige of olln-e and 
machinery of organization against Mr. Davis.
